JOPLIN, Mo., Nov. 29.—Two hundred , Building 


thousand people in twenty Southwest 
Missouri cities breakfasted today on fac- 
tory food, and if the heads of families 
had not hustled mightily this forenoon 
most of the population would have had 
to eat their Thanksgiving turkey raw. 
By .the breaking of a 16-inch natural 
gas pipe main at Altamonte, Kan., #4 
miles west of Joplin, the entire zinc dis- 
trict was deprived of fuel on the day of 
the year when fuel was most needed for 


cooking purposes. 

Nearly all the housewives in the dis- 
trict do their cooking by natural gas, 
and when they arose this morning and 
founa that there was no gas in the 
pipes consternation broke loose. 


Old Steves Set Up, 

When it was learzed that there was @ 
bad break in the pipe line yhich might 
not be mended before night there was 
such % scurrying fur stoves and fuel as 
had not been seen before in the zinc dis- 
trict. Discarded stoves of the  pre- 


gaseous period were dragged forth and 
in the ensuing struggle to set them up 
soot was strewn all over the houses and 
enough bad temper was generated to 
last a month. 

Those who did not have stoves among 
their family heirlooms did their best to 
buy, beg or borrow anything on four 
legs in which a fire could be builded 
without buring the house down. 

After the stoves had been obtained 
and set up there was another exciting 
scramble for fuel. Nobody had coal! 
on hand and most of the stoves were 
built for coal. Wood was substituted 
with indifferent success. Pretty much 
everything that would burn was 
chopped up and fed to the Stoves in the 
frantic endeavor to work up enough heat 
to roast the turkeys, but at most of th: 
homes the bird was served exceeding 
rare. 

The cities affected by the failure 
the gas supply are Joplin, Webb City 
Carterville, Carthage, Duneweg, Neck 
City, Purcell, Alba, cnitwood, Blende- 
ville and a number of smaller places 
in Missouri and Galena, Kan. 

Restaurants In Trouble. 

Hotels and restaurants are even more 
embarrassed than private families. They 
all depend on gas and few of them have 
stoves or ranges on which to prepare 
meals for their Thanksgtving guests. 

Factories which depend on natural gas 
cannot operate, but nobody cares much 
about that today and it is expected that 
the line wil Ibe repaired by tomorrow.

It has been the custom for many years 
to release on each holiday the two con- 
Victs longest in prison having good rec- 
ords since their incarceration. This has 


been considered nécessary to promote 
800d discipline in the prison. 

Warden Hall submitted to the Gov- 
ernor a list of five men longest in 
prison. The Governor said today that 
the records ef these were not such as 
te entitle them to pardons, and that for 
this reason he would not issue pardons 
this Thanksgiving. 

The five convicts recommended by the 
Warden as being eligible for 
pardons were: Anderson Keyes, St. 
Louis, colored, 20 years from January, 
18%, for murder: William Barnett, col- 
ored, St. Louis, 20 years from January, 
1896, for murder; George Crawford, col- 
ored, St. Louis, 20 years from March, 
1896, for murder; Joseph Corbett, 8st. 
Charles, 45 years from March, 18%, for 
murder, and Charles W. Moses, 8t. 
a life from March, 1896, for mur- 
der 

The conduct of the first three has been 
very bad. Keyes has been five times .n 
solitary confinement and has suffered 37 
lasiies for stabbing, stealing, gambling 
and impudence within the walls. Bar- 
nett was in solitary confinement and 
suffered 36 lashes, while Crawford was 
in solitary confinement and suffered $31 
lashes for various: offenses. 

A. pardon was refused Corbett because 
he had once been sentenced to hang 
and the sentence had been commuted by 
ijov. Stone. Moses was refused a par- 
don. because he has served only 10 years 
of a life sentence, which, Gov. Folk in- 
dorsed in papers, “Is not long enough 
to justify a holiday pardon on account 
of length of sentence.”

Frank T. Redwood -and Charles D. 
Fisher, who were in President Spencer's 
private car and were killed, were among 
the foremost citizens of Baltimore. They 
both were in the party which intended 
to spend a short time hunting in the 
South. Mr. Fisher was one of the 
founders of the grain exporting firm of 
Gill & Fisher of Baltimore and had ex- 
tensive business interests in the South. 
Mr. Redwood was a member of the 
brokerage firm of Lownees & Redwood 
of Baltimore. He left Baltimore last 
night. 

The collision was between train No. 
33, the Jacksonville express, and train 
No. 37, the Washington and Southwest- 
ern vestibuled limited. The Jacksonvilie 
train stopped on the top of a very heavy 
grade, a mile north of Lawyers Depot, 
to repair a slight breakdown, and be- 
fore a flagman could get back to pr»- 
tect the train the Atlanta train dashed 
into it. 

The heavy engine of train plowed 
into the private car of ident Spen- 
cer, in which he and his guests are 
supposed to have been sleeping. Imme- 
diately the private car caught fire. The 
wreckage was piled around the engine, 
as though placed there by human hands 
to be consumed. Every piece of wood- 
work on the engine was burned and the 
monster machine stands there torn and 
twisted and will have to be turned down 
the embankment, as it is useless, 

It was under the locomotive that the 
body of President Spencer was found.

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HEALTH AND LONG LIFE. 

Scientists and students of conditions which 
make for health and long life are deeply interested 
in the longevity records of Bulgaria, Roumania and 
‘Servia, where the hygienic standards of living, from 
a scientific standpoint, are low. 

Bulgaria, has 3800 centenarians, about one to every 
thousand of population. Roumania has 1084 and 
Servia 573. In contrast with these figures, France 
has 213, England 146, Germany 78 and Scotland only 
46. The ratio of centenarians to population in the 
United States, according to the census of 1900, is 
only about one-half that of Bulgaria, or 3600 in 
-& population of 76,000,000. 

Facts like these make one question the value of 
so-called material progress as a factor in the promo- 
tion of healta and long life, which are justly re- 
garded as perhaps the most desirable things in the 
world. Health and long life are regarded as the 
greatest of blessings. The wish for them is the 
first wish of friends for each other the world over. 

Why should the Bulgarians, the Roumanians and 
the Servians, who have little wealth and who cannot 
compare in materia] progress, in the possession and 
enjoyment of those things which modern science and 
invention have supplied to man, live longer than the 
people of more. highly civilized countries, such as 
France, England, Germany and the United States? 
They cannot compare in point of scientific attain- 
ments, which we suppose make for health and long 
life, such as knowledge of hygiene, sanitary appli- 
ances, health regulations, architectural devices, etc., 
with us or with the people of Germany or France. 

But is there any ground for wonder? Does not 
the very fact that the Bulgarians are not as ad- 
vanced in the study of these matters relating to the 
preservation of health suggest the reason for their 
better health and long life? They don’t have to 
study how to keep well. 

The luxuries which we enjoy and many of the con- 
ditions which we regard as the evidences of high 
material progress and civilization are inimical to 
health. They mean not the simple life of nature. 
which our fathers lived, but an artificial life, which 
is imposed upon us by new conditions. The advance 
in hygienic and medical science and in sanitary ap- 
pliances has been forced on us on account of the un- 
natural lives we lead. Our so-called high civiliza- 
tion has been progress backward so far as it affects 
health and long life. We are finding this out, and 
are trying to recover some of our lost ground by 
rules for exercise, dieting, improved ventilation and 
other artificial means of sustaining strength and 
promoting health. 

A simple, outdoor life, with plenty of fresh air 
and a plain, wholesome diet, are the essential things 
Jor health, strength and long life. Fresh air is ab- 
_ necessary—more necessary than anything 
aise. 

The power plant of the human system is in the 
jungs. 


_ We study diet as a means of keeping in health, 
vut man can live for a long time without any food 
‘© on very poor food; he cannot live for an hour 
vithout air, and rapidly deteriorates if he must 
voathe impure air. The combustion which destroys 
he impurities thrown off by the blood and which 
‘upplies the elements necessary to sustain life takes 
‘ace in the Jungs. There must be continually, every 
vemute of life, an abundant supply of fresh air 
rawn into the lungs. 

We are just beginning to realize the value of pure 
“wand the great loss we have sustained through the 
reasing luxuries and artificial environment of our 
ughly developed material civilization. Wee are 
tying to hark back to nature. Instead of coddling. 
ind guarding consumptives, who are supposed to 
‘ave extremely delicate lungs, as we formerly did, 
we harden them by making them live outdoors in 
the coldest weather. We impose upon them the 
necessity of living always in the open air. What is 
400d for consumptives and sick people is good for 
_ healthy people. An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. 

The Bulgarians don’t need sanitary houses, a sci- 
__ entifically ordered diet and exercises, an artificially 

_ produced ventilation; they don’t need high-priced 

_ doctors. at their elbows to advise them how to keep 


well, because they live out of doors; they live per- 
force the simple life, , 


If you want to enjoy health and long life, don’t 
indulge in more luxuries. Don’t put your trust in 


man who has the gift of imagination.

} The decision of the Court of Appeals (by Judge 
'Bland) that chauffeurs must exercise the same care 
in operating automobiles as’ motormen in running 
street cars is no more than a reaffirmation of the 
law as it always has been. 

The rule of the road governs pedestrians, horse- 
men, drivers, motormen and chauffeurs alike, The 
law exempts no class from its provisions, nor does 
it grant any privilege on account of the novelty, 
bigness or speed of a vehicle, 

Judge Bland observes that while an automobile 
has equal right with other. vehicles, “it is a sort of 
menace to the traveling public” and therefore “the 
chauffeur must exercise care commensurate with 
the risks.” 

This point is commended to chauffeurs and own- 
ers of automobiles. They have equal rights with 
other users of the highways, but because their 
vehicle is of such sort that it is a special menace 
they must exercise special care, This is sound sense 


owners have taken just the opposite view, if we can 
collect their notions from the many frenzied pranks 
they play. Because they have a machine able to be 
run 60 miles an hour, they think they may and 
must run it at that speed. 

It is a boyish notion which they must get rid of. 
Humanity, good sense and the law, all say the same 
thing. And people who own or operate automobiles 
must take due notice and govern themselves oc- 
cordingly. : 
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With but 200,000 acres of good public land left in 
Missouri, some homeseekers will soon be too late. 
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THE COST OF CARELESSNESS, 
Capt. R. C. Oldenburg of the Salvation Army 
shows in a crisis the spirit the Salvation Army at- 
tempts to spread generally. He does not excuse 
himself or blame anyone else when the inevitable 
happens to the “barracks” where the benevolency of 
the “army” had provided a refuge for those who 
had no other sleeping place in the city. 

Now that the inevitable has happened, the reason 
for it is plain without asking questions. It “hap- 
pened,” as it always does, because it was not pre- 
vented from happening. Somebody forgot and no 
one else thought of the one thing which would have 
prevented the loss of life. The fire escapes which 
ought to have been provided around the bnilding 
were not there, and in the panic, few could think of 
using the rope “escapes” which were at best an 
insufficient substitute fdr the permanent fire escapes 
with which care and forethought would have pro- 
vided the walls of the building against the emerg- 
ency. 

As part of its general plan, the Salvation Army is 
working hard against one of the greatest dangers of 
modern city life. Every new means of improve- 
ment which adds to comfort and usefulness becomes 
a new danger unless old habits of carelessness are 
improved into the habit of mind and action which 
stops danger before the crisis. 

Carelessness is costing more, in money at least, 
than crime in every city of this country. It is also 
costing far more in the sacrifice of life. It is nat- 
urally a capital offense punishable with death. We 
blame no one for sitting in a draft or for going out 
of a warm room into cold air with the chest and 
throat exposed, but nature’ may punish this slight 
carelessness with pneumonia, consumption and 
death. We blame only a few out of the many 
people who, in handling steam and electricity, add 
yearly to the rolls of the dead and wounded from 
“accidents” whose totals now are as heavy as those 
of battle. But when these things “happen,” we can 
all know. why they happen. They were not pre- 
vented. Carelessness never can prevent them. 
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Perhaps the hunter vote did not go to Warmsley, 
the game law man. 
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. CONDUCTOR HEYWOOD, 
Whether or not a pension be granted Conductor 
Heywood for his service to the railroad company 
and the traveling public in capturing the train 
robber Monday morning, it will be generally ad- 
mitted that he deserves more than ordinary con- 
sideration and a substantial recognition of some 
sort. 

Mr. Heywood did what no man in his position 
has ever done, Train robbers have infested the 
railroads for decades, but never before has a con- 
ductor risked his life to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of his passengers. Mr. Heywoo.u rose to thie 
highest conception of duty and did it so effectively 
that his example must assuredly inspire others to 
do likewise. 

Personal courage is not an uncommon virtue. But 
Mr. Heywood united with it a cool intelligence 
and ready wit that made it of great public value.

The experience of Chicago with such 
roads is cited by each side to the con- 
troversy in support of {ts position, One 
element points out the benefits to Chi- 


cago from the elevated roads, and the 
other repeats the criticlams of those 
structures with which Chicagoans are 
familiar. 

Of course, the elevated road’ have 
been of great value to Chicago In the 
transportation facilities which they 
have afforded. If there were no other 
way of providing the transportation 
which St. Louis needs, the elevated 
roads would be inevitable. But they 
are a great nuisance, and if ithe service 
can be furnished in any other way ele- 
vated roads should not be tolerated by 
the Missour! city. 

It would seem foolish for St. Louis to 
begin building elevated structures in 
its thoroughfares when subways would 
answer its purposes much better.. The 
subways are more expensive, but if the 
passenger traffic of the eity exceeds the 
capacity of the street cars it should 
warrant the construction of subways. 
The latter must come anyway, for ele- 
vated roads cannot permanently solve 
the transportation problem. 


From the Chicago Chronicle. 
We note one thing in connection with 


the proceedings in the St. Louis Council 
ehamber which is of local interest. One 
of the speakers said that Chicago was 
disposing of her elevated .roads, which 
is not correct; but he asserted that ele- 
vated roads are out of date, which is 
correct. 

If the experience of London and New 
York and Chicago teaches any lesson to 
other cities it is that the subway is the 
hope of giant municipalities suffering 
from congestion In their business dis- 
tricts. The elevated road is merely @ 
traffic palliative and is a nuisance in 
respect to noise and obstruction of light 
and air. 

If the people of 8t. Louis are wise 
they will follow the example of Pitts-

A NEGRO UPON NEGRO EDUCATION 


By Emory James Cain, President Missouri Industrial Institute. 





To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The real history of the negro race in this country begins with the negro 
boys and girls of today. Their lack in general of civilized ancestry, the diffi- 
culties that confront most of them in dealing with education in the abstract, 
their unfavorable home surroundings and the terrible struggle for existence 
that awaits them. all point to industrial education as the one pressing need. 
Visit any negro schoolroom where all the time is taken up with book study, 
and you will see the children make a pathetic effort to be their ancestors aud 
themselves at the same time. The teachers must often waste a third of the 
time allotted to a recitation adjusting conditions that should have long since 
been crystallized into habits. 

This lack of mechanical background is always present in the efforts of the 
average negro child. You must continually tell the negro boy to tip his hat, 
to be polite to girls, to walk across the floor softly, to sit erect, to stand 
straight. You must always have an endless chain of do’s and don’ts. When 
the children sing or recite very few keep control of their bodies. This is a 
weakness the negro child must overcome before its book work will be up té 
the standard, and book study alone cannot cure it. It requires the compulsion 
that comes with industrial education. 

It must be kept in mind that negro children have plenty of ideas, but they 
lack in large measures self control, concentration and application. The rem- 
edy lies in compelling them to work out their ideas with their hands until 
they get the concrete foundation necessary to purely abstract work. It is a 
well-known fact that in the course of evolution the mental and spiritual grad- 
ually master the physical. To the average negro child evolution has not 
brought this boon. As a result, many bright negro boys and girls suddenly 
become comparatively dull. : 

It is held by some that this mental and spiritual falling off is due to the 
way the pieces of the negroes’ skull are put together. I think this is a mére 
fancy. The fact is, evolution has not had time te do its work. The surest 
remedy is industrial education. The mental and spiritual are focused upon the 
physical, and the uplift begins. Industrial education will right the negro’s 
mental and spiritual wrongs, and will consequently settle the question of 
character. I hope it will be understood that I do not use the word spiritual in 
the religious sense, but in the sense of cultivated will power and high ideals. 
Industrial education is highér education through the concrete. Mind cannot 
play upon matter without having its abstract seasons any more than a man 
can so feed his body that one side will grow fat while the other remains 
Noor. 

The negro must be a servant of servants until he gets a foothold, and this 
can come only through industrial education. The negro that opposes industrial 
education and the masterly leadership of Booker T. Washington along this line 
is simply training his thumbs and fingers to pinch his own nose. The best ad- 
vice to the negro is to build up industrial institutions. Place your boys and 
girls In it, and compel them to take the training. Get a move on you and 
help to establish industrial schools. If the negro will save his earnings and 
try to help himself, the white man stands ready to come to his rescue.

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‘THE NEWLY MADE ISLANDS OF BERING SEA

\“ the southern portion of Bering Sea, about thirty-seven nautical miles 
northwest from the Island of Unalaska, lies a group of small volcanic 
islets known as Bogoslof, in Russian, Joanna Bogoslova, St. John, the 

Theologian. There are now three of these, all of which have risen from the 

sea, hot and steaming. within historic times. An especial interest attaches to 

them just now from the fact that the third and largest of the group appeared 
at about the time of the great earthquake of April 18, 1996. The possibility 
of a connection between the disturbanees at Bogoslof and those which caused 
the California earthquake is heightened by the fact that the great earthquake 
rift. which extends through the Coast Range of California for a distance 
of:.200 miles, follows a direction, which, if produced northward to Bering Sea, 
would pass near the Island of Bogoslof. Again this earthquake rift was 
largest, and its effects more violent, where it entered the sea in Mendocino 
County than at any other point throughout its course, the extent of the lateral 
movement along the crack increasing from about two feet in Monterey County 
to about 16% feet at Point Arena, where it finally enters th@sea. In opposi- 
tion to this view may be placed the improbability that an earthquake rift or 
fault would extend so far as from the center of California to Bering Sea, a dis- 
tance of more than 2000 miles, and through such great depths of water as in- 
tervene between Point Arena and Bogosiof.

APOLEON BONAPARTE, the world’s” greatest 
N soldier, was by no means its greatest lover. His 

life romance, like that of Washington, Jefferson, 
Jackson and many other famous men, circled about a 
widow, which may have made him more comfortable, 
though it withdraws him from the primrose realm of the 
youngest anr most exalted loves. 

Josephine Tascher de la Pagerie, a Creole of Martin- 
ique, had married the Vicomete de Beauharnais at the 
age of 1g. She lived with him intermittently and most 
unhappily till the Reign of Terror, when the Vicomete 
was imprisoned as a Royalist and later guillotined. 

He left his wife the penniless mother of two children 
—~Hortense, who, later married Napoleon’s’ brother 
Louis, King of Holland, and Eugene, who became Vice- 
roy of Italy. | 

The most romantic version of the meeting of Napoleon 
and Josephine attributes it to a visit paid by the Creole 
widow to Napoleon in 179% to thank the General for. restoring 
Beauharnais his father's sword. 

The young widow, tall, slended and graceful, though not regularly beauti- 
ful, was the first woman of the Parisian world to flatter the crude young 
Corsican with conspicuous attention, and Napoleon fell madly in love with her.

Especiaily be not over-anxious, and 
never weep. Your tears rob me of reason and inflame my blood,” he ‘wrote. 

in another letter he even sent a kiSs to her lapdog. ‘‘A thousand kisses, 
and one even to Fortuna, notwithstanding his spitefulness.’’ 

Again: “I have lost my snuffbox. Will you select me another, rather flat, 
and upon the lid have some pretty device with your hair?’ 

Years brought Napoleon disillusion. They taught him that Josephine was a 
shallow, extravagant woman, capable of strong affection, but incapable of 
sustained loyalty. Married to the master of Europe, who with his sword 
carved thrones for her to sit upwn, she intrigued with lesser men. Napoleon 
knew it, yet he forgave her—even continued to love her. 

Though he ultimately sacrificed herand secured a divorce from her in 
order to gratify his supreme ambition to have a child, he retained the ten- 
derest feelings for her to the end of his life. ?

AUNNER STRICKEN 
BLIND IN RACE 


Eisele of Pennsylvania Loses 
Sight While Leading and 
Falls in Cornfield. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 29.—By less 
than a yard Lloyd Jones, the young 
Pennsylvania runner, won the intercol- 
legiate cross-country championship over 
the new course here yesterday, beating 
out J. V. Colpitts, a dark horse, from 
Cornell, who.led 50 yards from the line, 
but only after J. L. Bisele of Princeton 


suddenly stricken temporarily blind 
while leading at the five-mile mark, had 
fallen helpless in a cornfield. 

The pride of the Princeton students, 
with a remarkable record over the 
course used yesterday, and the heavy 
financial backing of his college matas, 
who even had the temerity to give odds 
that he would beat the field. Eisele was 
looked upon as a certain winner. 

After leading the field by more than a 
hundred yards during.the first round of 
the course of a little more than three 
miles, the game Tiger dogged closely by 
the trio of Pénnsylvania runners and 
several from Cornell, fell exhausted and 
unconscious in a cornfield’ suffering 
from severe hemorrhages and blindness. 
He was taken to the hospital in bad 
shape and after being treated revived 
and was assisted to the training quar- 
ters,.where he almost collapsed. After 
treatment his sight returned. 

The men were slightly hindered on the 
outward journey by a strong wind, but 
once in the woods were fairly wel! she!l- 
tered. At this point when they disap- 
peared from sight, E.sele was running 
strongly, about 200 yards in advance. 
The terrific pace he had been setting 
was now telling, and he began to show 
signs of distress. 

From this point until he fell in the 
cornfield unconscious_anly his gameness 
prevented him from. relinquishing the 
lead. Eisele was badly injured by be- 
ing struck behind the ear by a breaker 
while bathing two years ago. He was 
operated on, but has suffered ever since.

WEST FACES COAL FAMINE. 


Roads Can't Supply Cars in 
Colorado and Wyoming. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Nov. 29.—With vast coal 
measures easily. mined, which would 
supply the whole country for a cen- 
tury, Colorado, Wyoming and New 
Mexico are facing a fuel famine which 


promises to assume grave proportions. 

The first alarm came 10 days ago, 
when a blizzard with three days of 
heavy snow, swept over this region. It 
suddenly became known that stocks of 
coal in all the principal cities and towns 
were low, and there was a scrambie 
for fuel, which speedily emptied the 
bins of many dealers in the larger cit- 
jes. The railroads were caught short 
and began confiscating coal en route. 

The only anthracite coal on sale in 
Denver is the small supply used in 
heating stoves, but otherwise this city 
is fairly well supplied for the present. 
in Boulder, a city of 15,000, in the heart 
of the northern coal fields, there is not 
a week's supply, and the railroads are 
unable to furnish cars, they say, to 
haul coal there. In other valley cities 
there are scant supplies and the gen- 
eral demand for more is met with the 
statement that the railroads cannot sup- 
ply cars. Throughout Wyoming there 
is complaint of coal shortage. In New 
Mexico, which also has large coal 
mines, the city of Carlsbad last week 
ran out of coal, a few tons of anthra- 
cite selling at $20 a ton and merchants 
being compelled to burn bacon and sa:t | 
pork to keep from freezing.

When he 
made out the pay roil, BSnow.ng tne 
number of hours each man uuider him 
bad worked, it was tound tnat tne 
total was considerably less than for- 
merly. lnavestigavdiion foilowed aid ue- 
veloped the tact that Stumpf had been 
crediting his confederaces eacn Ween 
with more hours, and nence more wages, 
than they were entitled to. 

Confederates Deny Plot. 

Stumpf was confronted with the facts 
by Supt. James A. Fisher of the pulley 
company and made a confession to him. 
‘(He said that his scheme was simply to 
give certain men credit for two or three 
hours more time than they had worked 
and then to coilect from them half of 
the extra money. 

He gave the police the names of the 
men implicated in the robbery with him 
and a thorough investigation will be 
made. ‘ihe men already spoken to by 
the police have denied that they were 
in a plot with the timekeeper. 

Walter Medart, general manager of 
the company, told a Pos.-Dispatch re- 
porter that he thought Stumpf succeed- 
ed in obtaining from $10 to $15 a week 
from the company. When one of his 
confederates had worked 10 hours at 25 
cents an hour Stumpf would give him 
credit for $2.50. Each man, receiving in 
this way a small amount of extra mon- 
‘ey on the day, would have at the end 
'of the week, in addition to his le- 
eae wages, about $1.50. 








This rule was not invariably followed. 
Sometimes Stumpf would allow a man 
en.y 650 cents extra on the week. In 
| such cases he tOld.the police that he 
refused to take half of the money from 
‘the man, but generously allowed him 
‘to keep it all. 

During the time that he carried on his 
systematic robbery of the company, he 
handled no money. His duty was sim- 
ply to make out the time card showing 
the amount each man was entitled to. 
The time card was presented to the 
cashier, who paid the man the amount 
shown on his card. Stumpf was time- 
keeper for 100 men, but as far as 
known none except the eight that he 
named shared in the robbery. 

Stumpf was released from the hospital 
Wednesday. He was arrested 
‘evidence gathered by the company and 
taken to the Four Courts. Here he told 
his story to Assistant Chief Keeley. 

During the time that he has been in 
the hospital his wife has been ill and 
has had no one to care for her and her 
two young children. In view of this 
fact Stumpf was allowed to return to 
his home. Walter Medart said that the 
officers had not yet decided whether 
they would prosecute him. He thought 
tha tthe matter would be a.lowed to 
drop, in view of Stumpf’s confession. 
When seen by a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, Stumpf refused to discuss the mat- 
ter except to admit that he robbed the 
company. 

“T feel that I am in pretty bad on this 
thing,’’ he said, ‘‘and I am willing to 
take the consequences. Any statement 
that comes from the officers of the com- 
pany concerning the affair is true.”

ALL NEGROES BUT THREE 





William Haberstroh, Discharged 
Policeman, One of the 
Men Arrested. 


In a raid on an alleged policy head- 
quarters at Stolle’s Hall, 1309 Biddle 
street, 27 arrests were made and the 
evidence found will be presented to the 
grand jury. The raid was made by 
Capt. O’Malley of the Carr Street Sta- 
tion and a squad of poli¢emen. 

Of the 27 men three are white. They 
gave their names as John Haberstroh, 
John Maher and Charles Kelly. Haber- 
stroh was recognized as a former po- 
liceman who was dismissed from the 


force several months ago. He gave his 
occupation as a dairyman and said he 
lived at 4284 Easton avenue. 

The man who gave the name of Kéiiy 
was identitfied as Charles Anyart, who 
formerly kept a saloon at 1200 North 
Market street. He gave his address as 
1321 Blair avenue. 

The Delmar and the Bungaloo Policy 
Companies are the concerns which the 
prisoners are said to represent. The 
raid was wholly unlooked for. When 
the police broke into the room the three 
white men were distributing the ‘‘win- 
ning’’ tickets to the negroes. A draw- 
ing had evidently just taken place and 
the negroes were being given the lists of 
numbers of “prizees.’’ 

Wednesday morning Patrolmen Do- 
lan, Grogan, Lingo and Churchill were 
stationed near the hall to watch the en- 
trances, The time for the raid was fixed 
for 1:30 p. m. At that hour Capt. O’Mal- 
ley with Special Officers Lawler and 
Lardner, appeared in a buggy and hur- 
ried up the stairs leading to the hall. 

Haberstroh was the only one who 
sought to escape. He ran down a rear 
stairway into the arms of a waiting 
policeman. All the paraphernalia and a 
sum of money were seized as evidence.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Fifty million 
dollars in bonds was unloaded at the 
French line pier yesterday and at once 
put aboard the Provence of the French 
line for shipment to Paris. The ship- 
ment consisted of Pennsylvania Rail- 
road bonds covering a loan to the road 
taken by Paris investors. A special ex- 
press train bearing the bonds left Phil- 
adelphia at 9 o'clock and arrived in 
Jersey City at 10:60. Thirteen specia! 
service men, in charge of Mr. Graham 
of e Pennsylvania's secret service, 
acted as a guard. 

In view of the vast responsibility be- 
cause of the value of the loads, the rail- 
road would permit the Adams Express 
Co. tO carry only three box-laden 
wagons on a single ferryboat, thus di- 
viding by four its responsibility in the 
possible event of a loss of the bonis 
which were contained in 140 boxes, by 
the sinking of one of the boats. 

Upon their arrival in France the boxes 
will be taken in charge by M. F. Mas- 
sonneau,, manager for France of the 
Morris European and American Express | 
Co., @ subsidiary company of the 
Adams. 

Each of the 140 boxes containing the 
bonds is zinc lined, iron banded and 
hermetically sealed. In all there wer
